DES MOINES, Iowa — Midwestern and New England nates get 
high marks when it comes to being Iddfriendly; but the South could 
do a better job of raising its young, according to a survey released 
Tuesday by a child advocacy group. 

Iowa topped the list, with four of its closest neighbors and four - 
New England states also ranking in the top 10 in the study by the 
Washington, D.C-based Children's Rights Council.

Ms. Ferrara “has neither the 
temperament, judgment, nor 
character to be a member of the | 
judiciary,” read the opinion by 
Justice Elizabeth Weaver. All 
seven members of the court 
voted for her removal. 

In a tense exchange with the 
court in May, Ms. Ferrara said 
she was sorry if she made racial 
slurs in taped conversations — 
but could not remember doing so.

«- American student. Amy Biehl to- dea& were released from prison 
Tuesday after receiving amnesty from the Truth and Reconciliation 
Commission. 

The men walked out of prisons in the Cape Town area after the 
Truth Commission declared that BiehTs'1993 killing was political' 
and that the four had told the full truth — the two criteria needed 
for amnesties. 


Biehl, 26, died in the Cuguletu black township outside Cape Town 
when a crowd of blacks stoned her car, then beat and stabbed her. 
Her killing drew international attention to South Africa's racial vio- 
lence. - 

Biehl'S' parents, Peter and Linda Biehl, in a statement ‘Tuesday 
from their home in Newport Beach. Calif., supported the commis- 
sion’s decision. 


Serbs take stronghold in central Kosovo 


PRISTINA, Yugoslavia — Government forces Tuesday pushed 
ethnic Albanian rebels from a key stronghold in central Kosovo and 
battled the insurgents for control .of a strategic highway. More than 
20,000 refugees were on the move to escape the fighting. 

. Later, the Serb Media Center said that Serb troops captured 
Malisev o, a Kosovo Liberation Army base 25 miles southwest of the 
provincial capital, Pristina. Albanian sources confirmed that the 
rebels had withdrawn from the village, leaving behind thousands of 
■ ethnic Albanian civilians 

The loss of Malisevo was the latest setback suffered by the KLA 
since government forces launched a major offensive Friday night 
along three fronts. 

The rebels are fighting for the independence of Kosovo, whose 
population is 90 percent ethnic Albanian. Kosovo is located in south- 
ern Serbia, the dominant of two republics that make up Yugoslavia.

DEAR CATHY: My first year 
Peace rose Is producing blooms 
with virtually no color.

It 
was a bare -root rose from 
Jackson St Perkins that I planted 
this spring. Leaves look good, no 
sign of bugs and I have fertilized. 
What do I need to do?

DEAR PALE: Sounds like 
you're doing everything right. 
The due here is that the leaves 
look like they’re supposed to. If 
the leaves are a healthy green 
and the size and shape they’re 
supposed to be, then you are just ■ 
seeing the signs of summer.

Snydler, sometimes 
fewer blossoms are produced. 

Keep watering deeply - about 
twice a week, maybe every other 
•day in this weather. We really 
haven’t had very- much rainfall, 
not from a rosels standpoint, f 
They want a couple inches of 
water a week. Feed and spray on 
schedule and your roses will sail 
through summer to fall. That’s 
when we see their best sniff . 

Late September or the first ■ 
week of .October usually brings 
smaller, but perfect, brea thtak- 
- ing roses. Mark your calendar to 
stop feeding Sept. 1, and crank 
down the water to about seven to 
10 days. This will help your roses 
slow down a bit, recognize that . 
the days are getting shorter and 
prepare for Winter. After Oct. 1, 
try not to pick any more roses. -
